VA Proclamation for explaining and enlarging 


his Maieſties ſormer orders for Buildings, in and about London. 


Hereas by ſundry Proclamations grounded 


$A bpan impoꝛtant and weightie reaſons, wee haue heretofoze made 
Mnnowen Our Pleaſure, as well foz reſtraint of new Buildings in 
. and neere Our City of London, Asfoz reedifying olde Houles with 
FF; | Bzicke and Stone, The good effect that hath enſued thereby, and 
S | by the diligence and care of Onr Commiſſioners authozized fo the 
— e execution of Dur Commandements in that behalfe, And the duet 
full obedience and confoꝛmitie of many our beſt diſpoſed Subtects, Hath not-one]y gtuen Us 
great content, butconfirmed Our Reſolution againſt all oppoſition ofrefractozy perſons, to 
pꝛoteede in a woꝛke not onely honourable and gracefull, but ſafe and healthfull foz Our ſayd 
City; It being not without pzeſident ofancient times,enen in this Our Citie of London ; In 
the Recozds whereof it is remembꝛed, that in the time of King Richard the firft, Henry Firz- 
Allwyn then Mapoꝛ, foꝛ pꝛeuention of caſualties by fire, cauſed pꝛouiſion to be made, that 2Buil- 
dings in the ſaid City ſhould be of Stone, which foꝛ many peeres after was oblerued: But the 
neglect chereof in ſucceeding times, eſpecially in the pzeſent, the great confluence to Our ſayd 
City, peſtering of the Streets with Jutties, Stalles, and other annoyances ſcarcitie of Tim- 
ber, and many other occurrents , haue turned the policie ofthoſe ancient times from conuent- 
encie to neceſſitiez In which reſpect, we are now fully determined, notonely to ratifie Our 
koꝛmer Commandements, but to vſe all poſſible endeauour by Our further care and direction 
to accompliſh Our intention in a matterbfſach high tonſequente. And therefoze being infoz- 
med, that albeit the dilereeteſt of Our Subiects doe now accept Our Commands not with ton⸗ 
foꝛmitie and obedience alone, but with alacritie and cheercfulneſle, as tending to no pꝛinate 
end, but to the generall good; yet there want not many that doe daily put in vꝛe ſundzy fleights 
and inuentions, to the diſturbance and impediment of that generallrefozmation, which woe lo 
much affect, vnder pꝛetente ofeuading the Letter, though not the ſence ol Our fozmer P2ocla- 
mations. And albeit ſome of them, notwithſtanding their fleights and ſubterfuges,haue been 
tenlured in Our high Court of Starre-Chamber, yet others hauing not taſted of that ſeuert- 
ty. doe hazard themſelues to inturre the line: Howſoener, to make offenders in this kind vner- 
cuſable , Wee doe hereby publiſh and declare, That as wee are reſoluedto cheriſh andcomfozt 


the dutifulnefſe ofſuch as apply themſelues to the confozmitie deſired; Do We will extend the 
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ſeueritie of Our Yulkice to all them, that by ſubtill enaſions ſhall endeationr 
- command. Andtherekoze being giuen to vnderſtand, That the pzogreſſe ofthisſo gloztous a 
. wozke is now chiefly hindꝛed thꝛough the luppoꝛtation and ſtrengthening of rutnous and olde 
Buildings, vnfit to be continued, by digging ofCellars, and bzinging bp new Bzicke walles, 
by erecting new Chimneys and Staire-caſes, by placingpiecesof Timber, by ſetting on new 
Roofes and Natters, and thꝛuſting out of Doꝛmers, knitting and faſtening together the ſayd 
new Additions vntothe olde Timber by barresandcrampes of Iron, and other like deuices, 
whereby the olde defozmitte is not onely continued, but encrealed. 

we doe hereby ſtraitlycharge and tommand, That no perſon oz perſons whatſoeuer with⸗ 
in Our ſaid City of London, oꝛ within two miles from any the Gates of the ſaid City, doe pze- 
ſume oꝛ attempt to doe any of the things befoze recited, oꝛ any other thing whatſoeuer of like 
nature, tending to the hinderante ok Our ſaid intended Woꝛke, vnleſſe hee ſhall be thereunto li⸗ 
tented and allowed by Our Commiſſioners foz Buildings. 

And further we do hereby ſtraitly charge and tommand, That no perſon oꝛ perſons what⸗ 
ſoeuer within the limits aloꝛelaid, doe at any time hereafter pꝛeſume oꝛ attempt to ercet, cduer, 
ouerlay oꝛ intloſe any Houels oꝛ other Sheds of Timber, with Reeds, Faggots,Hay, Straw, 
Boards, 02 other materials, oꝛ doe raiſe vp any wall, pale oz banke of earth, to which Sheds 
map be added: £2 doe repaire oꝛ new make into the ſtreets, any maner of Bulkes, Stalles, 
windowes, dooꝛes, 02 other offenſiue iſſues: Oꝛ doe alter oꝛ change the ble ofany dwelling 
houle oz other building to any moꝛe noyſome oꝛ offcnſiue vſe,end oz purpoſe,then theſame was 
imploped befoze the time of the demoliſhing oz altering the ſame. By all which, and eſpectally 
by the laid pꝛetentes of repaire and alterations, Pur Ropall intention of xefozmatton is much 
hindꝛed and pꝛeuented. Our will and pleaſure therefoꝛe is. That all ſuch as ſhallhereafter 


pꝛelſume to offend in any the pꝛemilles, vnder pꝛetente of repairing decayed honſes, oꝛ addition 


oꝛ alteration of dwelling houſes oz other Buildings, oꝛ other wile, haning not firſt had the ap- 
pꝛobation of Sur ſaid Commiſſioners, ſhall be deemed as perſons oppoſing Our nopall com- 
mandements and be pꝛoteeded againſt in Our high Court of Starre chamber, attoꝛding to the 
qualitie ot their ſenerall offences, 

And whereas by Our fozmer Pꝛotlamation, all Houſes and Buildings, to be reedifled o: 


new made within the limits afozeſaid, were to de built of baicke, oz bzicke and ſtone, We being 


deſirous that the like good oꝛder and decency ſhould be obſerued hereafter within fine miles of 
any the gates of ur ſaid Cite, Doe hereby ſtraitly charge andcommaund, That no perſon 
oꝛ perſons doe hereafter pꝛeſume, to erect, reedific, oꝛ ſet vp any Houſe oz Building within the 
ſaid diſtance of fine miles from any the gates of Our ſaid Citie, vnleſſe he doe make all the vt- 
ter walls ofthe ſame of Bzicke, 02 Bꝛicke and Stone; And that all houſes and Buildings to be 
erected within the ſaid Citie of London, oꝛ in, oꝛ adiopning to any open ſtreete of any Towne 
oꝛ Uillage out of the ſaid Citie within the limits of fine miles afoꝛeſaid, ſhall be built accozding 
to the fozme and pꝛopoꝛtion hereafter in theſe pzelents expzeſſed, viz. Euery whole ſtozy ol and 
in ſuch Houſes and Buildings, and all and enery the roomesof ſuch whole Stozy, ſhall bee ot 
the height of ten foote of Allize at the leaſt, and euery halle Stozy, of and in luch Houſes and 
Buildings, ſhall be of the height of ſeauen foote anda halle at the leaſt: And that the foꝛekront 
and all outward and diuiſion walls bet wixt houſe and houſe, e the Jambes, heads and ſoples 
ofthe windowes, ſhall be of Bꝛick. oꝛ of Bꝛick E Stone, and the windowes (being ot Timber) 
not to be put in bntill the Jambes and heads atozeſatd, be finiſhed and beare of themſelues;

And ik the ſaidButldings doe not exteed two Dfozies in height, then the walls thereof ail 
be ok the thickneſſe of one Bzick and halle a Bzickes length from the ground vnto the vpper⸗ 
moſt part ok the ſaid walls. And where the Butlding ſhall be o the height of thꝛer Stozies, 
the walls ofthe firſt Stoꝛp ſhall be ol thethickneſſe of two Bꝛicks length, and from thente vn⸗ 
to the vppermoſt part ofthe wall, ofthe thicknelle ol one Bꝛick and halle a Bꝛicks length; and 
ſo pꝛopoꝛtionablp if there ſhall be moze Stoꝛies. 

And that in building ofthe ſaid Houſes, there ſhall bee no Jutties oꝛ Jutting, oi Cant win- 
dowes, either vpon Timber Joyſtes, 02 otherwiſe, but the walls to goe direct and ſtreight 
vpwards, and at the ſetting off a water - table to be made. Allo the fozme ofthe windowes 
of euery whole Stozy to be of moꝛe Height then bzedth, tothe end the roomes may reteme apze 
fo health, and that there bee fuffictent Peeres of Bꝛick, not leſſe then halfe the bꝛedth ol the 
windowes betweene them foz ſtrength, And ltkeWile the windo wes of euery halfe Stoꝛp to 
be made ſquare oꝛ neere thereabouts. 

And that all Shops and Streete dooꝛes be made with Pillaſters of Stone, oꝛ Bꝛicke, and 
the heads of the Shop windowes tut in wedges, with Arches ouer them to luſteme the wall 
aboue, and that the Pillaſters of Stone be in bzedth fifteene inches at the leaſt, and as thick as 
the wall ofthe Stoꝛp. | 

And laſtly, that none doe raiſe the firſt flooze to gaine height in their cellars, ſo as theyare 
fozced to make ſteps into the ſtreete. 

And to the endthis Our pleaſure hereby ſignified and publiſhed, may be the better exetuted, 
wee doe hereby require and authoꝛile Dur laid Commiſſioners foꝛ Buildings, and euery oz a- 
ny of them, and all and enery Juſtice, oz Yuſtices of Peace, reſpectinely to tommit to ward oz 
Pulon, all ſuch perſons as ſhal be found to offend in any ofthe pzemiſſes, contrary to the intent 
of this Our Pꝛoclamation. And we doe further require and command, and giue authontie 
vnto all Mayozs, Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Conſtables, Headbozoughes, and other Our 
Officers and Miniſters, Without any further oꝛ other Warrant, to make ſtay-of, and re⸗ 
ſtraine all irregular Buildings and pꝛoteedings contrary to Our command heereby, oz by any 
foꝛmer pꝛoclamation concerning Buildings publiſhed, wherein ik any ſhall be fo bold to pꝛo⸗ 
teed notwithſtanding this Our gentle admonition, Our plealure then is, that Our Attourney 
Gene rall foꝛ the time being, doe from time to time infozme againſt ſuch perſons in Our High 
Court of Starre-chamber,as wilfull contenmers ol Our Royall Command,
